AUTHORIZING THE ELKS CEREBRAL PALSY PROJECT, INC., TO CONDUCT A NATIONAL 
EDUCATIONAL AND FUND CAMPAIGN DURING THE PERIOD FROM APRIL 1 TO MAY 31, 1957 

WHEREAS, some 1,400 babies are bom yearly in the Philippines afflicted with cerebral palsy, a condition which 
impairs and causes complete loss of muscular control, rendering those afflicted with it unable to take care of 
themselves; 

WHEREAS, unless these cerebral-palsied children are given proper occupational and physical therapy, they are 
liable to grow up as cumbersome liabilities to society, but if accorded the necessary care, they can be improved to 
such a degree that their parents and the community in general may be completely relieved of the burden of attending 
to their needs and they themselves may even become valuable assets to the nation; 

WHEREAS, there now exists a dearth of authoritative knowledge concerning the nature and treatment of cerebral 
palsy and at present only the Elks Cerebral Palsy clinic, built by the Elks Cerebral Palsy Project, Inc., out of funds 
solicited during the 1956 fund drive, is being operated in this country for the rehabilitation of the cerebral-palsied; 

WHEREAS, it is therefore evident that there is an urgent need for an intensive and extensive two-pronged campaign 
to educate the people on various aspects of cerebral palsy with a view to minimizing, if not totally eliminating, its 
deleterious effects, and to raise funds for the operation and expansion of present facilities at the Elks Cerebral Palsy 
clinic and the purchase of adequate medicine for the treatment of those afflicted with it; and 

WHEREAS, the Elks Cerebral Palsy Project, Inc., has initiated such a campaign and should be lauded for 
undertaking the selfless task of sponsoring a drive to help unfortunate cerebral palsied individuals, in which 
campaign it fuUy deserves the support of the government and the entire nation; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Carlos P. Garcia, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the authority vested in me by 
law do hereby authorize the Elks Cerebral Palsy Project, Inc., to conduct a national educational and fund campaign 
during the period from April 1 to May 31, 1957. I call upon aU citizens and residents of the Philippines, irrespective 
of race or creed, to support the humanitarian campaign by giving generously of their means to alleviate the 
miserable plight of those unfortunate individuals afflicted with cerebral palsy.

WHEREAS, the ninth day of April, 1957, which marks the fifteenth anniversary of the EaU of Bataan, has become a 
shining symbol of courage and heroism to all freedom-loving peoples of the world, and has strengthened the 
everlasting bonds of friendship and cooperation between the Philippines and the United States; and 

WHEREAS, the commemoration of the Eall of Bataan is a fitting homage to the heroism of EUipino and American 
forces who fought side by side against overwhelming odds in the epic stmggle for democracy and freedom; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I. Carlos P. Garcia, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers vested in me by law, 
do hereby proclaim Tuesday, April 9, 1957, as Bataan Day and declared special public holiday throughout the 
Philippines. I call upon aU public officials and citizens of the Philippines, and invite aU American nationals residing 
in this country, to observe the day with a one-minute sUence at 4:30 o’clock in the afternoon of that day, and to hold 
appropriate religious rites in honor of the heroic defenders of Bataan.

EXCLUDING FROM THE OPERATION OF THE BAGUIO TOWNSITE RESERVATION CERTAIN PARCELS 
OF LAND KNOWN AS THE “IGOROT CLAIMS” SITUATED IN THE CITY OF BAGUIO AND DECLARING 
THE SAME OPEN TO DISPOSITION UNDER THE PROVISIONS OF CHAPTER VB OF THE PUBUC LAND 
ACT 


Upon the recommendation of the Secretary of Agriculture and Natural Resources and pursuant to the authority 
vested in me by law, I, Carlos P. Garcia, President of the Philippines, do hereby exclude from the operation of the 
Baguio Townsite reservation certain parcels of land known as the “Igorot Claims” situated in the City of Baguio and 
declare the same open to disposition under the provisions of Chapter Vn of the Public Land Act, subject to the 
condition that except in favor of the Government or any of its branches, units or institutions, land acquired by virtue 
of this proclamation shall not be encumbered or alienated within a period of fifteen years from and after the date of 
issuance of patent, which “Claims” are more particularly described as follows:

EXCLUDING FROM THE OPERATION OF PROCLAMATION NO. 217, DATED FEBRUARY 16, 1929, 
CERAIN PARCEL OF THE PUBUC DOMAIN EMBRACED THEREIN SITUATED IN SITIO LAMMIN, 
BARRIO CARASI, MUNICIPAUTY OF PID-DIG PROVINCE OF ILOCOS NORTE, AND DECLARING THE 
SAME OPEN TO DISPOSITION UNDER THE PROVISIONS OF THE MINING ACT 


WHEREAS, under the provisions of section fourteen of a certain parcel of land from the operation of Proclamation 
No. 217, dated Febm ary 16, 1929, which established the Central CordiUera Forest Reserve; 

WHEREAS, the findings of the Director of Mines, show that the area sought to be excluded from the Central 
Cordillera Forest Reserve appears to be highly mineralized; and 

WHEREAS, under the provisions of section fourteen of Commonwealth Act Numbered One hundred and thirty- 
seven, otherwise known as the Mining Act, land within reservations for purposes other than mining, which, after 
such reservation is made, are found to be more valuable for their mineral contents than for the purpose for which the 
reservation was made, may be withdrawn from such reservation by the President with the concurrence of the 
Congress of the Philippines. 

NOW, THEREFORE upon the recommendation of the Secretary of Agriculture and Natural Resources and 
pursuant to the provisions of section 14 of Commonwealth Act No. 137, otherwise known as the Mining Act, I, 
CarlosP. Garcia, President of the Philippines, do hereby exclude from the operation of Proclamation No. 217, dated 
Febmary 16, 1929, certain portion of the Central Cordillera Forest Reserve and declare the same open to disposition 
under the provisions of the Mining Act, situated in sitio Lammin, barrio of Carasi, municipality of Piddig, province 
of Ilocos Norte, as shown in the Bureau of Mines Map Bsm-87-D, and particularly described to wit: 

Beginning at comer 1, which is N. 34° 48' E, 19,201.74 meters IfomB.L.L.M, No. 1 of the municipality of Solsona, 
Ilocos Norte; thence N. 4° 00' W., 1,872.56 meters to comer 2; thence N. 70° 00' E, 3,199.86 meters to comer 3; 
thence S. 20° 00' E, 3,000 meters to comer 4; thence S. 70° 00' W., 4,060.11 meters to comer 5; thence N. 4° 00' 
W., 1,248.37 meters to the point of beginning. 

AU points referred to are indicated on the plan and are marked on the ground as follows : 

Comer 1 is, an old “X” on 20 X 20 cm rock and identical to comer of Pla-338 of the Cobum-Paracale Mining 
Company. 

Comers “2”,”3", “4” and “5” are cylindrical concrete monuments 15X6cm. 

The cutting, removal, and utilization of timber and other forest products therefrom shall be in accordance with 
existing Forest and Internal Revenue Laws and Regulations, and at any time the said area shall be abandoned for 
mining purposes, the same shall revert as part ofthe CentralCordUleraForest Reserve. 


This Proclamation shall take effect only upon the concurrence of the Congress of the Philippines.

PROCLAIMING THE EXISTENCE OF A STATE OF PUBUC CALAMITY IN THE MUNICIPAUTY OF 
CATBALOGAN, PROVINCE OF SAMAR 

WHEREAS.a conflagration of great magnitude which occurred on April 1, 1957, in the municipality of Catbalogan, 
capital of the province of Samar, razed to the ground most of the houses in said municipality, bringing about min, 
desolation, and misery among the inhabitants of said municipality; 

WHEREAS, the above-mentioned calamity has wrought havoc and sufferings among the inhabitants of the 
municipality of Catbalogan by reason of the destmction and consequent scarcity of articles of prime necessities of 
life and the excessive increase in their prices due to profiteering and hoarding by those who control the supply of 
said articles; and 

WHEREAS, it is imperative that immediate steps be taken to cope effectively with the emergency so as to avert 
panic and disorder among the inhabitants of the municipality of Catbalogan; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Carlos P. Garcia, President of the Philippines, pursuant to the authority vested in me by Act 
No. 4164 of the Philippine Legislature, entitled “An. Act to prevent the excessive increase in the price of certain 
prime necessities of life on the occasion of a public calamity, penalizing the violation thereof, and for other 
purposes,’’ do hereby proclaim and certify that a state of public calamity exists in the municipality of Catbalogan, 
Samar, and during the existence of such calamity, it. shall be unlawful for any person. Arm, or corporation in the 
aforesaid locality, (1) to seU or offer for sale palay, rice, com, cloth, milk, canned goods, sugar, and other foodstuffs, 
building and constmction materials, at prices higher by twenty-five per cent or more over and above the average 
current local price of such commodities one month previous to the occurrence of such public calamity as may be 
determined by the Director of Commerce; and (2) to aggravate the crisis by refusing for the purpose of profiteering 
to seU at the legal price or by bidding, concealing, or hoarding the goods or commodities for the samepurpose.

PROCLAIMING THE EXISTENCE OF STATUE OF PUBUC CALAMITY IN THE MUNICIPAUTIES OF 
MABINI, ALAMINOS, BANI, AGNO, BURGOS, DASOE AND INGANTA, PROVINCE OF PANGASINAN 

WHEREAS, the recent unprecedented flood in the municipalities of Mabini, Alaminos, Bani, Agno, Burgos, Dasol, 
and Infanta, province of Pangasinan, has caused tremendous destmction in life and property in said municipalities 
and threatens the inhabitants thereof with famine, disorder, and epidemic; and 

WHEREAS, the crisis in the aforesaid municipalities maybe aggravated by the excessive increase in the price-of 
certain prime necessities of life; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Carlos P. Garcia, President of the Philippines, pursuant to the authority vested in me by Act 
No. 4164 of the Philippine Legislature, entitled “An Act to prevent the excessive increase in the price of certain 
prime necessities of life on the occasion of a public calamity, penalizing the violation thereof, and for other 
purposes,” do hereby proclaim and certily that a state of public calamity exists in the above-mentioned 
municipalities, and during the existence of such calamity, it shall be unlawful for any person, firm, or corporation in 
the aforesaid municipalities (1) to sell or offer for sale palay, rice, com, cloth, mUk, canned goods, sugar, and other 
foodstuffs, building and constmction materials, at prices higher by twenty-five per cent or more over and above the 
average current local price of such commodities one month previous to the occurrence of such public calamity as 
may be determined by the Director of Commerce; and (2) to aggravate the crisis by refusing for the purpose of 
profiteering to sell at the legal price or by bidding, concealing, or hoarding the goods, or commodities for the same 
purpose.

RESERVING FOR SCHOOL SITE EXTENSION PURPOSES OF THE MINDANAO INSTITUTE OF 
TECHNOLOGY (MIT) A CERTAIN PORTION OF THE PUBUC DOMAIN SITUATED IN THE 
MUNICIPAUTY OF KIDAPAWAN, PROVINCE OF COTABATO, ISLAND OF MINDANAO 


Upon the recommendation of the Secretary of Agriculture and Natural Resources and pursuant to the provisions of 
section 83 of Commonwealth Act No. 141, as amended, I, Carlos P. Garcia, President of the Philippines, do hereby 
withdraw from sale and settlement and reserve for school site extension purposes of the Mindanao Institute of 
Technology (MIT) under the administration of the Board of Tmstees of the same Institute, subject to private rights, 
if any there be, a certain portion of the public domain situated in the municipality of Kidapawan, province of 
Cotabato, island of Mindanao, and more particularly described as follows: 

“A parcel of land (the Proposed Site of Mindanao Institute of Technology Reservation), situated in the municipality 
of Kidapawan, province of Cotabato. Beginning at a point marked “Forest Station 135“ at the junction of Kulaman 
River and Tinaanan River, thence following Tinaanan River in a southeasterly direction up to “Forest Station 161”;

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Carlos P. Garcia, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the authority vested in me by 
law, do hereby declare Friday, January 17, 1958, as Austerity Day throughout the Philippines. I call upon aU 
schools, colleges, arid universities, all voluntary organizations and all government agencies to observe this day 
fittingly for the purpose of bringing to the consciousness of our people the need for industry, frugality, and self- 
discipline in our mode of living to enable our country to improve its economy.

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Carlos P. Garcia, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the authority vested in me by 
law, do hereby authorize the Veterans Federation of the Philippines to conduct a national educational and fund 
campaign during the period from January 15 to Febmary 28, 1958. I call upon aU citizens and residents of the 
Philippines irrespective of race or creed to support the cultural and memorial campaign by giving generously of their 
means for the establishment of the Philippine Veterans Memorial library and Museum 

AU funds collected by the Veterans Federation of the PhiUppines shaU be deposited with the Philippine National 
Bank, and the necessary withdrawals therefrom shaU be made only by checks duly signed by the Treasurer of the 
Federation, countersigned, by the President thereof and by the auditor to be designated by the Secretary of National 
Defense. 


AU books of account kept, in connection with the campaign shaU always be made avaUable for audit by the 
authorized representative of the Auditor General.

EDUCATIONAL CAMPAIGN DURING THE PERIOD FROM AUGUST 19 TO SEPTEMBER 30, 1958 


WHEREAS, the PhUippine Tuberculosis Society is cooperating with the Government in promoting the cause of 
good health and general welfare by performing an essential public health service toward the control and prevention 
of tuberculosis in the Philippines; 

WHEREAS, this pernicious diseases continues to harass our population and deplete our precious manpower so 
necessary to the country’s economic survival and general advancement, thereby making it imperative for the Society 
to intensify its efforts in this unremitting stmggle against a deadly disease; and 

WHEREAS, the Society can continue pursuing its humanitarian endeavor of providing relief to thousands of TB 
victims through the generous financial and moral support of the whole country it seeks to serve and protect from: the

WORLD JAMBOREE 


WHEREAS, under Proclamation No. 498, dated March 28, 1958, the period from July 1 to August 15, 1958, has 
been set aside for the Boy Scouts of the Philippines to conduct a fund campaign for the purpose of raising funds to 
help in the preparation and holding of the 10th World Jamboree in the Philippines, specifically in the MakHing 
National Park, Los Banos, Laguna; 

WHEREAS, the holding of a World Jamboree is an international event which takes place only once every four years 
and the selection of a nation to be the host for such a jamboree is a distinct honor vied for by 68 member nations 
composing the Boy Scouts International Organization; 

WHEREAS, the selection of the Philippines as thesiteofthe 10th World Jamboree is a distinct honor to our nation;

That exploration and later mining or extraction of the ere should not be made at any point less than 600 feet 
downward from the surface;

WHEREAS, some 1,400 babies are bom yearly in the Philippines afflicted with cerebral palsy, a condition which 
impairs and causes complete loss of muscular control, rendering those afflicted with it unable to take care of 
themselves; 


WHEREAS, unless these cerebral-palsied children are given proper occupational and physical therapy, they are 
liable to grow up as liabilities to society, but if accorded the necessary care, they may be improved to such a degree 
as to relieve their parents and the community in general of the burden of attending to their needs and they 
themselves may even become valuable assets to the nation; 

WHEREAS, there now exists a dearth of authoritative knowledge concerning the nature and treatment of cerebral 
palsy and at present only the Elks Cerebral Clinic, buUt by the Elks Cerebral Palsy Project, Inc., out of funds 
solicited during the 1956 and 1957 fund drives, operates in this country for the rehabilitation of the cerebral palsied; 

WHEREAS, It is therefore evident that there is an urgent need for an intensive and extensive two-pronged campaign 
to educate the people on various aspects of cerebral palsy with a view to minimizing, if not totally eliminating, its 
deleterious effects, and to raise funds for the operation and expansion of present facilities at the Elks Cerebral Palsy 
Clinic and the purchase of adequate medicine and specialized equipment for the treatment of those afflicted with it; 

WHEREAS, the Elks Cerebral Palsy Project Inc., has initiated such a campaign and should be lauded for 
undertaking the selfless task of sponsoring a drive to help unfortunate cerebral-palsied individuals, in which 
campaign it fully deserves the support of the government and the entire nation;

WHEREAS, under the provisions of section fourteen of Commonwealth Act Numbered One hundred and thirty- 
seven, otherwise known as the Mining Act, lands within reservations for purposes other than mining, which after 
such reservation is made, are found to be more valuable for their mineral contents than for the purpose for which the 
reservation by the President with the concurrence of the Congress of the Philippines.

WHEREAS, the total collections from the 17 per cent tax on the sale of foreign exchange under Republic Act No. 
601, as amended, during the calendar year 1955 on goods, articles, or products imported or brought into the 
Philippines from the United States amounted to P68, 929, 140.00, as reported by the Central Bank of the Philippines; 


WHEREAS, the collections from the 25 per cent import duties and 13.6 per cent special import tax on goods, 
articles, or products imported or brought into the country from the United States subject to said duties and tax from 
January 1 to December 31, 1958, as reported by the Bureau of Customs, amounted to only P62, 684,354.60, which is 
below the level attained in calendar year 1955; 


WHEREAS, it is considered necessary to restore in calendar year 1959, under existing conditions, the total revenue 
to be collected on the importation of United States goods, articles, or products to the level of the exchange tax 
collected thereon during the calendar year 1955;

WHEREAS, the said organization, in successfully hostessing a Girl Scout world gathering and taking part in 
international events abroad, brings prestige not only to the local Girl Scout Movement but to the country as a whole; 

WHEREAS, the Movement of Girl Scouting in the Philippines aims to bring within its fold aU the girls of scout age 
in the country between the ages of 7 and 18, estimated at 2,050,000, of whom only 88,458 are at present registered 
members ;

WHEREAS, the occurrence of successive typhoons which hit the provinces of Central Luzon during the months of 
August and September, and the early part of October, 1960, and the recent typhoons which hit the province of Samar 
and the City of Cotabato caused widespread inundation, desolation and tremendous destmction in life and property 
among the inhabitants as weU as great damage to crops, livestocks, fisheries, salt beds, poultry farms and other vital 
productive industries in this central producing sector of the country; 

WHEREAS, the above-mentioned calamities have wrought havoc and suffering among the inhabitants, not only of 
the provinces of Central Luzon such as Bulacan, Pampanga, Nueva Ecija, Tarlac and Pangasinan but also those of 
Rizal Province, including Quezon City and Pasay City and the City of Manila, and also Samar and the City of 
Cotabato, by reason of the destmction in the sectors of production and consequent scarcity in those sectors and the 
surrounding areas which depend on the produce of those sectors of articles and commodities of prime necessity in 
the daily life of the people, and the consequent excessive increase in their prices which may also be due to 
profiteering and hoarding by those who control stiU existing supply of said articles and commodities, threatening the 
inhabitants of the stated areas with famine and other disorders; and 

WHEREAS, the crisis in the aforesaid provinces and cities may stiU be aggravated by continued excessive increase 
in prices of the vital necessities of life, making it imperative that immediate steps be taken to cope effectively with 
the emergency so as to avert panic and disorder among the inhabitants of the affected areas; 

NQW, THEREFORE, I, Carlos P. Garcia, President of the Philippines, pursuant to the authority vested in me by Act 
No. 4164 of the Philippine Legislature, entitled “An Act to prevent excessive increase in the price of certain prime 
necessities of life on the occasion of a public calamity, penalizing the violation thereof, and for other purpose,’’ do 
hereby proclaim and certify that a state of public calamity exists in the City of Manila, Quezon City, Pasay City, 
City of Cotabato and the provinces of Rizal, Bulacan, Pampanga, Nueva Ecija, Tarlac, Pangasinan and Samar, and 
during the existence of such calamity, it shall be unlawful for any person, firm, or corporation in the said cities and 
provinces (1) to seU or offer for sale palay, rice, com, cloth, milk, canned goods, sugar, and other foodstuffs, 
building and constmction materials and other prime necessities in life at prices higher by twenty-five per cent (25%) 
or more over and above the average current local price of such commodities one month previous to the occurrence 
of such public calamity as may be determined by the Director of Commerce, and (2) to aggravate the crisis by 
refusing for the purpose of profiteering to seU at the legal price or by hiding, conceaUng’, or hoarding the goods or 
commodities for the same purpose. 

The Secretary of Commerce and Industry is hereby empowered to carry this Proclamation into effect and is hereby 
authorized to call upon such entities and instmmentaUties of the Government as may be needed to give the necessaiy 
cooperation and assistance forthe successful prosecution of this work.

AUTHORIZING THE ELKS CEREBRAL PALSY PROJECT, INC. TO CONDUCT A NATIONAL 
EDUCATIONAL AND FUND CAMPAIGN DURING THE PERIOD FROM MAY 1 TO JUNE 30, 1961 


WHEREAS, some 1,400 babies are bom yearly in the Philippines afflicted with cerebral palsy, a condition which 
impairs and causes partial or complete loss of muscular control, rendering those afflicted with it unable to take care 
of themselves; 


WHEREAS, unless these cerebral-palsied children are given proper occupational and physical therapy, they are 
liable to grow up as liabilities to society, but if accorded the necessary care, they may be improved to such a degree 
as to relieve their parents and the community in general of the burden of attending to their needs and they 
themselves may even become valuable assets to the nation; 

WHEREAS, there now exists a dearth of authoritative knowledge concerning the nature and treatment of cerebral 
palsy and at present only the Elks Cerebral Palsy Clinic, built by the Elks Cerebral Palsy Project, Inc., out of funds 
solicited during the 1956 and 1957 fund drives, operates in this country for the rehabilitation of the cerebral palsied; 

WHEREAS, it is therefore evident that there is an urgent need for an intensive and extensive two-pronged campaign 
to educate the people on various aspects of cerebral palsy with a view to minimizing, if not totally eliminating, its 
deleterious effects, and to raise funds for the operation and expansion of present facilities at the Elks Cerebral Palsy 
Clinic and the purchase of adequate medicine and specialized equipment for the treatment of those afflicted with it; 

WHEREAS, the Elks Cerebral Palsy Project, Inc., has initiated such a campaign and should be lauded for 
undertaking the selfless task of sponsoring a drive to help unfortunate cerebral-palsied individuals, in which 
campaign it fully deserves the support of the government and the entire nation; 

NOW THEREFORE, I, Carlos P. Garcia, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the authority vested in me by 
law, do hereby authorize the Elks Cerebral Palsy Project, Inc., to conduct a national educational and fund campaign 
during the period from May 1 to June 30, 1961; I call upon aU citizens and residents of the Philippines, irrespective 
of race and creed, to support the humanitarian campaign by giving generously of their means to alleviate the 
miserable plight of these unfortunate individuals afflicted with cerebral palsy.

WHEREAS, according to the findings of the Director of Mines, concurred in by the Secretary of Agriculture and 
Natural Resources, the area, sought to be excluded from the Talisay-MinglaniHa Forest Reserve appears to be highly

HXING A MAXIMUM PRICE FOR RICE AND CORN AND ENJOINING ALL RETAILERS TO OBSERVE 
THE SAME 

In view of the inordinate rise in the price of rice notwithstanding the availabUity of adequate supply thereof, and so 
as to insure an equitable and just distribution of said commodity that will enable the masses of our people who are 
the end-users to procure their minimum daily needs, I, Carlos P. Garcia, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by law and in pursuance of my constitutional power as the Executive who is’ charged with the 
duty to execute the laws, do justice to every man, and consecrate myself to the service of the nation, do hereby 
announce that the maximum price at which rice shall be sold to the consuming public by any person, whether as a 
NAMARCO retailer or as a private retailer dealing in NARIC rice or rice from any private sources, shall be one 
peso and twenty centavos (P1.20) per ganta until October 31, 1961. 

I hereby enjoin all law-enforcing agencies of the Government, particularly the Philippine Constabulary and the 
police forces of chartered cities and municipalities of the Philippines, to see to it that this ceiling price is duly 
observed and that each deserving family head is afforded the chance to purchase rice at said price for the absolute 
needs of his family. Persons selling rice in violation of the ceiling price herein fixed shall incur the corresponding 
liability and shall be dealt with according to law.

PROCLAIMING THE EXISTENCE OF A STATE OF PUBUC CALAMITY IN ALL THE CITIES AND 
PROVINCES THROUGHOUT THE COUNTRY 

WHEREAS, the occurrence of seventeen (17) successive typhoons which visited the Philippines during the months 
of August and September and the early part of the. month of October, 1960, and thereafter, caused widespread 
inundation, desolation and tremendous destmction to life and property among the people as weU as great damage to 
agricultural crops, particularly rice and/or palay, com, and sugar, in most of the central producing sectors of the 
country; 

WHEREAS, as a result of the above-mentioned calamities Proclamation Nos. 713 and 716, series of 1960, were 
promulgated declaring different cities and provinces under state of public calamity, in view of the scarcity of 
commodities of prime necessity in the daily life of the people and to prevent excessive increase in their prices due to 
profiteering and hoarding by those who control the stiU existing supply of these commodities, threatening the people 
with famine and other disorders; 

WHEREAS, the previous diversion of rice and sugar to the specified calamity areas to supply the needs of the 
inhabitants thereof has created a national vacuum and shortage, causing a continued excessive increase in their 
prices, notwithstanding the rice importation made by the NAM ARGO, which is aggravated by hoarding and 
profiteering, thereby making it imperative that Immediate action be taken to cope effectively with the national crisis 
so as to avert panic and disorder in the country; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Carlos P. Garcia, President of the Philippines, pursuant to the powers vested in me by Act 
No. 4164 of the Philippine Legislature, entitled “An Act to prevent excessive increase in the price of certain prime 
necessities of life on the occasion of a public calamity, penalizing the violation thereof, and forotherpurposes,’’ and 
by the Constitution and existing laws, do hereby proclaim and certily the existence of a state of public calamity 
throughout the remaining cities and provinces of the Philippines not covered by Proclamation Nos. 713 and 716, 
series of 1960, and during its existence, it shall be unlawful for any person, firm, or corporation in aU places within 
the Philippines to sell or offer for sale rice and/or palay, com, and sugar at prices higher by twenty-five per centum 
(25%) or more over and above the average current prices of such commodities one month previous to the occurrence 
of such public calamity as may be determined by the Director of Commerce; and to aggravate the crisis by refusing 
for the purpose of profiteering to sell at the legal price or by hiding, concealing, or hoarding the goods or 
commodities for the same purpose; 

The public order so requiring, I hereby order the Secretary of National Defense to seize all stocks of rice and/or 
palay, com, and sugar and designate, for the City of Manila and suburbs, the National Rice and Com Corporation in 
cooperation with the Armed Forces of the Philippines, and in the provinces and other chartered cities, the provincial, 
city, and municipal district treasurers, also in cooperation with the Armed Forces of the Philippines, to seU said 
commodities to the public. For this purpose, the Armed Forces of the Philippines is hereby authorized to call upon 
all law enforcing agencies of the government for such assistance as it may need in carrying out the provisions of this 
proclamation. 

I hereby enjoin the Secretary of National Defense to see to it that the ceiling prices herein fixed are duly observed 
and that each deserving family head is afforded the chance to purchase rice and/or palay, com, and sugar at said 



prices for the absolute needs of his family. Persons violating this proclamation shall incur the corresponding liability 
and shall be dealt with according to law. 


This proclamation shall take effect immediately upon promulgation and shall not in any way affect the ceiling prices 
of other commodities covered by Proclamation Nos. 713 and 716, series of 1960.
